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‘And she said, The 
Philistines be upon thee, 
Samson. And he awoke 
out of bis sleep, and 
said, I will go out as 
at other times before, and shake myself. 
And he wist not that the Lord was de- 
parted from him,” Judges 16:20. 

HE text relates to Samson’s experi- 

ence with a woman of the Philistines, 
“the languishing one,” whom he loved in 
the valley of Sorek. It is very broad in its 
scope and may be applied to the Church 
of God in all generations. Causes and 
events blend as-colors, and there are no 
accidents in Bible history. 

The glory had departed from Israel, 
and Samson was the man God could use 
to begin a great reformation. His mis- 
sion was indicated at the announcement 
of his birth, when the angel said to his 
mother: ‘He shall begin to deliver Is- 
rael.”” Samson was a Nazarite, therefore 
called to special tasks. Nazarites were 
separated unto God and pledged to do 
His will. The sign was long hair braided 
into seven locks. The rule was total ab- 
stinence from all that appeared to be 
evil or unclean. Their whole power was 
dedicated to God. 


Samson was not of giant size as were 


‘some of the Philistines, therefore, his 


strength was not natural, but spiritual, 
bound up with fidelity to his Nazarite 
vow. This was an embodied lesson to Is- 
raei that her power lay in separation from 
idol lust and entire consecration to God. 
No foe could withstand them whilst 
true to Him, but when they forsook Him 
for the fascinations of the world, their 
power was gone and every enemy could 
triumph over them. 

God is the source of all power, there- 
fore, man derives his power from God, 
and is only an agent—not a sovereign. 
The most that man can do is to trans- 
mute one kind of power into another and 
make indefinite applications of it. 
Franklin did not make a single volt of 
electricity, nor Watt an atom of steam; 
they only harnessed the energy of these 
elements and adjusted them to useful 
purposes. David said, “Power belongeth 
unto God,” and Paul said, “I can do all 
things through Christ which strengthen- 
eth me.” These two men of God knew 
the source of their strength and were not 
egotistic, 

When God departed from Samson, his 
power was gone, and strange as it may 
seem, he was insensible to his loss. He 
said, “I will go out as at ‘other times be- 
fore and shake myself,” but he under- 
stood not that “God was departed from 
him” and that he was powerless. Hitherto 
he had been able to shake off his bands 
and mock his enemies, but now he be- 
comes a prey to them. All his efforts to 
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Insensible Backsliding

demonstrate God’s power were fruitless 
for God had departed from him. He had 
yielded to the tempter and became weak 
like other men. He was pleased by a 
woman of the world and lost his stand- 
ing with God, Delilah pressed him sore- 
ly and he yielded gradually. The eclipse 
is not an instant veiling of the sun’s 
brightness. So with the backsliding of a 
strong man. 

Samson was bewitched with the fair 
face of a strange woman, and her be- 
guilements were tightly woven about 
him. She was the political emissary of the 
Philistine lords to find out from Sam- 
son the secret of his strength. On four 
different occasions she tempted him to 
tell the secret, and on the third occasion 
Samson trifled so presumptuously with 
the Divine gift committed to him as to 
suggest that his seven consecrated locks 
should be woven with the web. When 
men go to the edge of temptation their 
fall is near. This “languishing” _ prosti- 
tute, with her vile challenging of his 
love, and by daily vexing importunity, 
wrung the secret from him on _ the 
fourth occasion. His strength lay in de- 
dication to God of which his Nazarite 
locks were the sign. Laying down his 
head in her lap he lost them, and with 
them he lost God in him, the source of 
a strength that was not his own. 


The strong man’s eyes were put out, 
and he sat grinding at the mill! A mis- 
erable captive, he bemoans his loss, but 
alas for the enemy—his hair is growing. 
The Philistines in great numbers assem- 
ble at the festival of Dagon to offer sac- 
rifice. Samson bears their mockery in 
silence, but he is thinking of the vow 
of consecration. The payment of his vow 
is at hand, and his hour has come, He 
gropes for the pillars of the temple and 
prays to be strengthened once more. 
Bowing himself with all his might, the 
huge edifice falls with a crash, and 
thousands of his enemies perish in the 
debris. 

Here is our lesson. The secret of suc- 
cess is in the consecration of the church’s 
energy to its mission. A tallow candle 
cannot be thrown through the curtain of 
a tent, but it can be shot through an oak 
plank. The reason is the concentration of 
power, When power is misdirected, it is 
wasted and lost, but many seem to be 
unconscious of this fact. They waste the 
divine gift of God’s power by misdirect- 
ing it and when their efforts in His serv- 
ice prove a failure, they “‘wist not” that 
God has departed from them. 


Oh, for a revival of power in the 
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Church of the living 
God! Oh, for a mighty 
awakening to the sense 
of our loss! Christ gave 
Himself for the Church 
that He might sanctify and cleanse it, 
that it might be a Nazarite dedicated to 
Him. God endowed it with power for 
service, and He is grieved when said pow- 
er is wasted in needless arguments and 
political schemes. The Church of God is 
foreign to the world and must not go 
to it for any assistance in carrying out 
her mission. James speaks of the friend- 
ship of the world in the following 
words: “Ye adulterers and adulteresses, 
know ye not that the friendship of the 
world is enmity with God? Whosoever 
therefore will be a friend of the world 
is the enemy of God,” James 4:4. It 
should be noted that the Bible classes 
those who will be a friend to the world 
as adulterers and adulteresses. The word 
“world” in this connection comes from 
the Greek “kosmos” meaning, “orderly 
arrangement, social order of things.” In 
this sense the world is none other than 
“Babylon the great, the mother of har- 
lots.” Therefore, those who will be a 
friend to the world and borrow her 
methods, principles and arrangements, 
and bring them into the church, are re- 
garded as spiritual adulterers and adulter- 
esses. The Scriptures prove that the 
Church of God is not of the world, even 
as Christ was not of the world. There- 
fore, it is evident that there is no place 
in the Church for anything that pertains 
to the present “social order of things.” 


In these days, order is made a special 
issue in the Church, but the main ques- 


tion is, what kind of order shall we 
have? Is it divine order or social 
order that we clamor for? If we do 


things in divine order, the Church will 
have power. But if we cater to the so- 
cial order of things (the world), the 
Church will lose its power. When the 
Church of God looks to the world for 
fashion, principle or methods, it is doing 
the same thing Samson did when he 
slept with his head in the harlot’s lap. 
That is how Samson lost the sign of con- 
secration and when he gave up the sign 
he gave up God, and lost his strength. 
Certain signs must follow the Church to 
prove her identity in the world, and when 
she loses the signs the loss of her power 
is inevitable, One of the special signs, by 
which we may be known by all men, is 
the love we have for each other. “By this 
shall all men know that ye are my dis- 
ciples, because ye have love one to an- 
other,” John 13:35. The message to the 
church of Ephesus shows that’ when the 
Church loses its love, it is in a fallen state 
and subject to removal. “God is love” and

IN THE BEGINNING 


“In the beginning was the Word”, but 
He was God. No one but God could de- 
clare that message. Not only Christ’s 
words, but His ways and conduct ex- 
pressed God. We learn in the Lord the 
whole truth, and we learn also what man 
is in the eyes of God. Moses did not bring 
the truth. He said what was true, but it 
was very limited in scope. The law came 
by Moses, but not the truth. It declared 
what suited God’s holiness, it manifested 
man’s sin, it showed what man should be; 
but God was in the dark, as far as man’s 
apprehension was concerned. There was 
no full revelation of God until grace and 
truth came by Jesus Christ. What God 
intends that we shall be was shown. 


The Lord Jesus came and said in ef- 
fect, “I am coming to make you what 
I am.” We are His workmanship. Of old, 
God wrote on the tables of stone. They 
were His workmanship. The life of God is 
the same as the life of Christ in Colos- 
sians, 

Hence we are adjured to put away all 
lying and malice (Eph. 4). Truth con- 
veys a deeper meaning than merely true 
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things. An unconverted man _ cannot 
touch truth, in the Scriptural sense, 
though he can say that which is true. 
The conversation of the Christian is 
something beyond having to do with 
true things in the world. 

In the closing section of Ephesians 4, 
we have the following subjects summar- 
ized: We are not to give place to the 
devil. We are to contribute to those in 
need. We are sealed in view of the day 
of redemption of the inheritance which 
already belongs to us. The Spirit’s pres- 
ence is the pledge of that inheritance. 
Malice and all its correlatives belong to 
“the old man”. We put on “the new 
man”—a new order which after God is 
created in righteousness and holiness of 
truth. Christ forgave us, as He frankly 
forgave both the debtors in the Gospel’s 
narration. Too often we forgive as if we 
were doing some heroic thing. 

God never gives people easy things to 
do. He enables us to do what is impossi- 
ble to the natural man, because we are 
cast upon Him, and the Spirit is given 
to us to enable us to do naturally impos- 
sible things. We are to be tender-hearted. 
If we are hard-hearted we cannot dis- 
place the feeling by any natural agency. 
Christ had none of these things. He was 
the revelation of God. So are we’in- 
trusted with the continuation of His 
ministry. We have His life, therefore we 
are not mere imitators, as commonly un- 
derstood, but are endowed with power to 
follow in His steps. 

Where was the life of God manifested? 
It was manifested in the death of Christ, 
which was in harmony with His life. 
That life was self-sacrificing.”—From 
“The Truth and The Life” in Gospel

GOD IS A SPIRIT 

There are some 
who think of God 
as being a mere man and some, the 
breath which we breathe, but the Bible, 
we believe, makes it plain that God is a 
being that exists and has existed from 
before the world began. 

The Greek word for God is “Theos”, 
meaning God, an object of worship; the 
Hebrew is “Eloheim”, meaning the same. 
God, Webster says, is a supreme being, 
the eternal and infinite Spirit, the Crea- 
tor. 

God is a supernatural power, a being, 
and highest in authority, God is omni- 
presence, omniscient, and omnipotent. 

OMNIPRESENT 

God is omnipresent, universal pres- 
ence. He is everywhere, Psa. 139:7-12. 
David knew he could not escape or hide 
himself from the allwise God. The sev- 
enth verse says, ‘Whither shall I go 
from thy spirit? or whither shall I flee 
from thy presence?” Though he ascends 
into heaven, or makes his bed in hell, 
“Sheol”, or in the uttermost parts of the 
sea, God is ever present. 

Jonah found the God who called him 
to Nineveh, in the depths of the sea and 
he remembered God and His might to 
destroy the disobedient. David said, “The 
ungodly are not so, but the Lord know- 
eth the way of the righteous.” Jonah ac- 
knowledged that salvation was of the 
Lord, Jonah 2:9. God is everywhere, but 
not in every place alike. The metropolis 
of God is Heaven, the place where He 
is especially and visibly manifested. Rev. 
21:2, John saw the holy city coming 
down from God out of heaven. 

OMNISCIENT 

God is omniscient, God knoweth all 
things and is perfect in knowledge. He 
sees all that is done, He knoweth the 
good and the evil, He knows man in his 
experiences, thoughts, sorrows; He know- 
eth the work of His own creation and 
can care for it and protect us from the 
evils of this life. 2 Tim. 1:12, “For 
I know whom I have believed, and am 
persuaded that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him 
against that day.” Paul knew the God 
he worshipped daily and believed Him to 
be in existence and having a power to 
keep him. 

Our God saw and knew the oppres- 
sion of His people, Israel, when they were 
in Egyptian bondage, Ex. 3:7. Job spoke 
of His wondrous works and of His per- 
fect knowledge, Job. 37:16. “For the 
ways of man are before the eyes of the 
Lord, and he pondereth all his goings,” 
Prov. 5:21. God knows them that are 
His. Are you a servant of the mighty 
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God and His Supremacy 
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God? 
OMNIPOTENT 

God is a supreme being and above all 
in power. He is an infinite, independent, 
and perfect being; all things are possi- 
ble with God, His power is limited only 
by His will. 
HIS POWER IN THE BEGINNING 

Gen. 1:1, “In the beginning God cre- 
ated the heaven and the earth.” “All 


things were made by him, and without" 


him was not anything made that was 
made,” Jno. 1:3. After God created every 
beast of the field and fish of the sea, 
and saw that it was good, He said, “Let 
us make man in our image,” Gen. 1:26. 
Man in the beginning was perfect and 
without blame, but was warned lest he 
be tempted and fall from that perfect 
state in which God created him. He was 
made after the very likeness of God, re- 
ferring to His spiritual, intellectual and 
moral likeness, Gen, 1:27. He is made 
up of Spirit, soul and body. God is 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. When man 
was deceived and fell, he became im- 
perfect and was found guilty before 
God, but God in His supremacy planned 
a way of redemption through the shed- 
ding of blood. 
UNDER THE LAW AND HOW 
LONG WAS IT TO LAST? 


There are three dispensations. (1) Pa- 
triarchical. (2) Written Law. (3) Grace 
and Mercy. 

Under the patriarchical dispensation, 
God demanded that they worship Him 
and Him only. The law was given be- 
cause of transgression and was to give 
knowledge of sin. Grace and mercy is to 
make holy and take away sin. 

Under the law they offered the blood 
of animals and the ashes of the burnt 
offering, but it did not restore to that 
once-perfect state. God in His supremacy 
made a better sacrifice and offered His 
Son. Under grace we’re made holy and 
our sins are taken away. “Christ hath 
redeemed us from the curse of the law, 
being made a curse for us: for it is 
written, Cursed is every one that hang- 
eth on a tree,” Gal. 3:13. God’s gift to 
us meant life when we were dead and 
without hope. Eph. 2:4-5, “But God, 
who is rich in mercy, for his great love 
wherewith he loved us, even when we 
were dead in sins, hath quickened us to- 
gether with Christ, (by grace we are 
saved).” 

When Christ came to die the death as 
a sacrifice, He fulfilled and finished the 
law, He came to do the will of God as 
it was written of Him, Psa. 40:7. Heb. 
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10:7, “Lo, I come 
(in the volume of 
the book it is writ- 
ten of me,) to do 
thy will, O God.” 
That was God’s will and purpose to do 
away with the old law and bring in a 
better and more perfect way. 

After the fulfilling of God’s will by 
His Son, Jesus, God has made a way to 
keep His people from the world and con- 
demnation. He prayed that God would 
not take us out of the world but just 
keep us from the evil, John 17:15. Then 
He said He would pray the Father and 
He would send us another comforter, 
that He may abide with us forever, and 
guide us in all truth and righteousness. 
God in His power and knowledge, thru 
the law gave knowledge of sin, then He 
sent His Son to save from sin, and the 
Holy Ghost, which is the Comforter, to 
reprove the world of sin. Each of them 
have a work but they receive their pow- 
er and commission from God. 

At the end of the dispensation of 
time, when all enemies will have been 
put down and Jesus has completed His 
work as a mediator between God and 
man, He’ll turn to His Father with all 
power and be in subjection to Him. He 
is still the same God, the same yesterday, 
today, and forever. 

Conclusion: Psa. 66:7a, “He ruleth by 
his power for ever; his eyes behold the 
nations: let not the rebellious exalt them- 
selves.”

The system of true 
religion taught by Jesus two thousand 
years ago was true then, has been true, 
and will be true forever. 


Plato, a thinker, philosopher, and 
teacher taught things that have not 
stood the test of time. In many things, 
time and experience have shown that he 
erred. 


The doctrine that Confucius taught 
550 B. C. relative to virtue and charity 
was good but moral and mental dry rot 
partly displaced his teachings. 


The teachings of Buddha resulted in 
mental and moral chaos and placed India 
in spiritual darkness. The handicap of 
this false doctrine can be seen by super- 
stitution and ignorance that holds the 
people of India in chains. 


Mohammed offered a system of phi- 
losophy which was adopted by millions 
of people. Today. the offspring of these 
people live in deserts, where once stood 
great cities, by the side of dry rivers 
where once tall grass grew, They live in 
the shadows of wind-swept hills, moun- 
tains, and dry places where once fine 
crops grew. 

Napoleon, the great Corsican, prob- 
ably the greatest of all military men, 
once had the European and Asiatic world 
at his feet. He shed innocent blood in 
the deep sorrows of Russia, brought tears 
to the eyes of mothers, on two conti- 
nents, destroyed the flower of youth in 
nations, sent fear into the lives of kings, 
and was finally conquered. The world 
marches on as if he never lived. 


The world’s most learned doctors a 
few hundred years ago gave medical 
remedies to the human race_ that have 
since proved to be failures. Great em- 
pires of the past built upon the princi- 
ples of unrighteousness fell and have dis- 
appeared. The philosophy of Thomas 
Aquinas that was once studied by mul- 
titudes, has in part been abandoned. The 
doctrine once taught by Arius, which 
led many souls to spiritual slaughter, has 
proved to be untrue. 

While Jesus looked to the soul, other 
men looked upon the material things of 
life. Jesus taught that character was 
greater than gold, that honesty was 
the best policy, and last, that truth was 
eternal.

No character in 
the world’s history has been able to 
preach a sermon as Jesus preached on the 
mount. Many of the phrases in this dis- 
course had probably never been spoken 
before Jesus spoke them. Eternity alone 
will reveal the influence of this sermon. 


No poet, historian, moralist, philoso- 
pher, or dreamer ever loved humanity 
as Jesus loved. No man_ could heal, 
preach, testify, and raise the dead as Je- 
sus did. Of all the thinkers, philosophers, 
educators, sages, and intellectuals, none 
could save from sins but Jesus. When 
life is over and men are judged, they will 
all be forced to acknowledge that Jesus 


“is King. 


Who was Jesus? He was not a spiritual 
weakling, a double minded man, an un- 
righteous dreamer. He was the King of 
kings. He had a vision of the past, a 
knowledge of the present, and a sweep- 
ing view of the future. He was a di- 
vine being born in obscurity, and reared 
in poverty. 

Jesus was never greater than when He 
said, while on the cross, “It is finished.” 
His spirit was then safely on its way to 
glory. The coming of the Holy Ghost 
was imminent, and the salvation of man 
was approaching.

God is power, therefore, if the Church 
loses its love it also loses God and when 
it loses God, it has no power. Like Sam- 
son, it may boast of past victories, but 
when the enemy assaults it, it is power- 
less to defend its position. There may be 
a great show of reflex action, but if the 
love of God is wanting, the Church is 
powerless to operate against sin, 

When the Church of the Ephesus peri- 
od had left its ‘first love,’ the Lord 
commanded it to repent and do its “first 
works.” That is just what Samson did and 
finished his work with the greatest vic- 
tory of all his life. We are nearing the 
climax of the Church’s history and the 
end of the age is near. Surely it is time to 
‘repent and do the first work of the 
Church of God, when it continued stead- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship, and signs and wonders followed. 
The multitude of them that believed were 
of one heart and one soul, and great grace 
was upon them all. They concentrated 
their power and The Church of God 
moved forward with rapid speed. She 
was consecrated to her mission and did 
not flirt with the world. Side issues had 
no place in the Church in those days, 
when all her power was properly directed 
and applied to her mission of evangeliz- 
ing the world. 

Is it not appalling to reflect, consider- 
ing our endowments and opportunities, 
that so little energy is expended in the 
right direction and so much power is lost? 
Let us put ourselves in the right atti- 
tude, and remember that we are not 
makers, but manipulators of power, and 
responsible for the use we make of it. 

We are in the closing-out period of 
the Church Age and to finish the work 
with greater victory than at the begin- 
ning, will require greater power than was 
manifested then. Those who waste their 
power by flirting with the world will be 
found wanting when the enemy of all 
righteousness makes his last charge 
against the Church of God. We should 
remember the vow that we made when we 
said the Church of God stands for the 
Bible rightly divided and the New Testa- 
ment shall be our only rule of faith and 
practice. To break from this, means our 
vow is broken and our power is wasted. 

Paul speaks of an evil day when God’s 
people will need to be “strong in the 
Lord and in the power of his might,” that 
they may be able to stand against the 
“wiles of the devil.” He said, “Having 
done all to stand, stand therefore. To be 
able to stand we should be guaranteed 
against falling. The Bible furnishes this 
guarantee and if we will do what it says, 
we will not lay our head down in the lap 
of the world and be shorn of our power. 
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Peter speaks of the guarantee against 
falling in the following words; ‘““Where- 
fore the rather, brethren, give diligence to 
make your calling and election sure: for 
if ye do these things, ye shall never fall,” 
2 Pet. 1:10. In the preceding verses he 
sets forth seven divine attributes that he 
declares we should give “all diligence to 
add to our faith,” so if we “do these 
things,” (add them to our faith) it will 
guarantee us strength to stand in the 
“evil day.” These seven attributes, “vir- 
tue, knowledge, temperance, patience, 
godliness, brotherly kindness, charity,” 
mean to the Church what Samson’s sev- 
en locks meant to him. As long as he 
wore the seven locks, he could stand 
against his enemies. So will the Church 
be able to stand against the “wiles of 
the devil,” if it puts on and retains the 
seven attributes of faith. These will safe- 
guard against formality, and to let the 
Bible be our guide will keep us true to 
our vow.
